My Lord, Chatham , May 12, 1880. 

I HAD the honour to receive permission from the Marquis of Salisbury to act upon a 
Commission of Engineers for the examination of tie best incans of opening an entrance 
into the harbour of Alexander. 

One of the engineers requested by the Egyptian Government to act upon this 
Commission was M. Laroche, my colleague on the Alexandria Harbour Dues Commission. 
He has not yet notified that he has the permission of the French Government to take part 
in the proceedings of this Engineer Commission. 

As the necessary data arc now nearly ready fo: the Commission to examine them, and 
it is important, as explained in my previous Reports, to lay before the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment, with os little delay os possible, the conclusions to which our examination may lead 
us, I have the honour to submit to your Lordship that it might lead the French Govern¬ 
ment to take an early decision in the matter if Her Majesty's Government would ask their 
intentions with reference to this Commission.

YOU arc aware, from communications which took place during the recent sittings of 
the Alexandria Harbour Dues Coinmitrion, that the Egyptian Government arc anxious 
that the question of improving the entrance to the harbour of Alexandria should be examined 
and reported on by a Commission of Ec^lish, French, and Itnliao engineers. Her Majesty's 
Government and the Italian Government have agreed to this course. 

It appears, however, that the French Government have not given the requisite consent 
to the application that M. Laroche should be permitted to sene on this inquny. 

M. Laroche was the French technical member of the Harbour Does Commission, 
and there is reason to think that he would render useful assistance on this occasion. 1 am 
informed that the necessary data for the labours of the Commission arc nearly ready; 
and that it is of importance that the inquiry should be proceeded with os early as 
possible. 

I have accordingly to request that vou will take the first opportunity of mentioning 
the subject to M. dc Frcycinct. Her Majesty's Government do not wish to interfere with 
the selection of the French Commmioscr, but it appears from Sir J. Stokes’ statements 
that M. Laroche is well acquainted ailh the subject, and it seems important that the 
appointment should be made without drlay.

I AM directed by the Board of Tndc to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
8th instant, transmitting, with refcrctcc to previous correspondence on the subject of 
Alexandria Harbour, despatches from Sr John Stokes and Mr. Rainals, giving an account 
of the proceedings of the Commission of Inquiry, and forwarding the Report of the Com¬ 
mission, together with the printed minute* of their meetings. 

In compliance with the request of Earl Granville to be favoured with the views of the 
Board of Trade upon the recommendation* of the Commission, tho Board of Trade desire 
to express their approval of the scheme proposed by the Commission for the determination 
of the tolls and dues now to be levied, the mode of insuring tho regular publication of 
accounts, and periodical revision of tha Tariff, the application of tho sums destined to 
special purposes, and the nroper admin stration of a reserve fund. The Board of Trade 
•trust that Her Majesty's Government, acting in conjunction with the other Governments 
interested, will be able to induce the Egyptian Government to carry this scheme into 
effect as soon as possible.

His 
Lordship would wish to receive by telegraph inUrlligcncc of the conclusions arrived at by 
you on these points.

undertaking it, the Board of Trade concur entire!} with Sir J. Stokes and with the English 
Commissioners. 

The importance of direct and easy access to the harbour in all weathers and at all 
hours of the night i* r tty great, both for commensal purposes and also writh a view to its 
being used as a station for Her Majesty's ships, si ace Alexandria is the only place on the 
coast, except Tort Said, where Her Majesty's ships can lie. 

Upon this point the Foreign Office will, no doubt, have learnt the views of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty. 

As regards the works necessary for securing an entrance to this harbour. Sir J. Stokes, 
in a despatch No. 5 to the Marquis of Salisbury of the 18th December last (herewith 
returned), stated that, in the opinion of the cxpc-icnccd seamen consulted by him, there 
should be a straight passage running from northwest to southeast, that its least width 
should be 500 feet, and least depth 30 feet, and that they preferred COO feet of width and 
33 feet of depth. 

The details of the scheme will depend on more detailed information concerning the 
nature of the rock to bo removed, and the conscojcnt difficulty and expense; but it ought 
not to be very expensive if thrown open to public competition, and the contract made 
through European officials. 

Another point to which the attention of the Board of Trade has been directed is this: 
there is reason to believe that a large portion of the present pilotage dues may be saved, 
for when the channel is completed, pilots will only be required for berthing vessels on 
arriving. 

It has been calculated roughly that the pilots receive at present about 5.0001. a-ycar; 
and if this sum is saved to shipping, they will Ik the better able to pay an additional due 
for the proposed cut. 

The Board of Trade arc not aware whether it present small coasters, that can readily 
cross tho bar, pay pilotage dues. If they do they might reasonably be taxed for the 
improvement works; if they do not, they should not be taxed for works from which they 
derive no benefit. 

The papers which accompanied your letter now under reply arc herewith returned, 
but the Board of Trade much desire to be favoured with copies of all of them.

Sir, Foreign Office, June 10, 1880, 

I AM directed by Earl Granville to nform you that the Report of the Alexandria 
Harbour Commission baa bceo under conaideration, and 1 am now to malcc tbe following 
obeerrationa with rc-pect to it for auch explanatiooa aa you may hare to offer:— 

1. Although, more especially aa rega-da tbe ahipping doe, tbe Tariff recommended 
by the Commiaaion ia an improvement upon the achemce put forward by tbe Egyptian 
Government laat year, it does not teem to meet tbe objections to the increase of duet 
thus proposed, which hare been made by the ahipping and mercantile intereata of thia 
ooontry. 

2. The uniform rate of 11 piastre* or 30 para* per ton would teem to preaa severely 
on the large Britiah steamers which frequest tho port of Alexandria. A graduated scale, 
with a fixed maximum charge, would seem to be preferable. The rate adopted would 
Author seem calculated to prevent vessels taking small parcels of cargo to Alexandria. 

3. The reduction of due* to be mode in favour of mail steamer* will press severely on 
other steamer* carrying cargo, but not conveying mails. 

4. No exemption from, or reduction cf, first payment is to bo allowed in the case of 
vessel* putting in from stress of weather or in distress. 

3. No provision it made for reduced subsequent payment* within a specified time, for 
example, in the case of vcsaela culling at Alexandria, then proceeding to Cyprus, or the 
coast of Egypt or Syria, and returning after the lapse of a few days to Alexandria. 

0. The arrangements in regard to lighter* seem to be unduly favourable as compared 
with those for charges on foreign vessel* generally. 

It would further seem advisable that Her Majesty’* Government should be made 
acquainted with tbe character and amount of the corresponding charge* at Port Said. 

The opinion of Mr. Malct will be asked with respect to tbe proposed control over 
accounts and expenditure. 

The question of tho further improvement of tbe entrance to the harbour of Alexandria 
will be considered when tho inquiry on which you are now engaged is completed.

I HAVE the booour to submit to yoar Lordship tho following explanation* called for 
by Sir Charles Dilkc’s despatch of the lOtk instant, on the subject of the Report of the 
Alexandria Harbour Commission. 

1. The objections raised by tbe shipping and mercantile interest* to tho Tariff pro¬ 
posed by the Egyptian Government, gcncrslly staled, were of two kinds :— 

(1.) They objected to paying doe* intended to cover on expenditure for the utility 
and economy of which they had no guarantee. 

(2.) They considered that the tonnage dues imposed in 1874 were high enough, und 
they objected to any increase of them.

At ttc Alexandria Harbour Commission carcfuly examined tho work* and reported 
oo their utility, whilst they at the tame time reduced the amount of money* paid to 
Messrs. Greenfield and Co., on which interest sbouM be calculated, from 03,170,-122 fr. to 
36,000,000 fr„ a sufficient guarantee it given for ttic utility of the work*, and that no 
undue aura it to be taken into account when considering the return to be made for 
them. 

A* regard* tbc second objection, the Tariff of toonage due* for the breakwater and 
mole together i* slightly 1 cm than that put in force in 1874 for the breakwater atone. 

It seems, therefore, that the objection* made by the shipping and mercantile intcrc*U 
have been very fully met. 

2. I am at a loss to understand liow the uniform rate of 1 $ piastre* or 30 para* per 
ton presses severely on tbc large British steamer*. 

If a graduated scale liad been adopted, it wouU probably have taken the form of a 
higher rate for the larger vessels. An uniform rate, therefore, though perhaps likely to 
pres* hardly on tho small Greek coaster*, i* not likely to affect prejudicially tbc Urge 
English steamers. 

As regaids vessels taking small parcel* of carg> to Alexandria. I have the honour to 
submit that they must form a very small fraction of the trade, and that such sinall 
parcels of cargo are more likely to be found in the nail steamer* referred to in the following 
paragraph. 

Tho great bulk of the ycmcU— certainly of th: British vessels—entering Alexandria 
carry cargoes of coals, general merchandise, and machinery, or are in ballast, seeking 
freights , those leaving the port have full cargoes of tho produce of the country. 

At the time of year when the Baltic and'Black Sea ports are closed to shipping by 
ice, the vessel* gcnrrally employed in those seas gc to Alexandria for the corn and cotton 
crops then coming down from the interior. 

I believe that those vessels can well afford to pay the tonnage dues proposed. 

3. The reduction of docs to be made in favour of mail steamers is not likely to press 
severely oo other steamers currying cargo, lor the simple reason that, as regards British 
vessels! there is no competition between them. Tic only British mail steamers entering 
Alexandria run between that port and Venice, whereas the other British steamer* clear for 
ports in the United Kingdom. The French, Italnn, and Austro-Hungarian vessels run 
between Alexandria and tho port* of Marseilles, Genoa, and Trieste. 1 do not suppose 
that these vcsscU will injure British vessels. 

The reduction of tbc dues in favour ot mail steamers is not very great, but may lairly 
be given in consideration of these vessels being txxmd to leave at a fixed hour on a given 
day, whether tlieir cargo is complete or not, and from their generally carrying only “ small 
parcels of cargo." ....... , , 

4. Although there is no record of tbo fact. Mr. Rainsl* and I did bring under the 
notice of our colleague* the desirability of making an exemption in favour of vcssela 
putting into the harbour under stress of weather, or in distress. Our colleagues were not 
disposed to accept our proposal, and we did not press it. We thought that the reasons 
urged against such exemption were valid—namely, that these vessels would reap advan¬ 
tage from having a safe harbour to run to, and might justly bo called upon to pay for tho 
advantage. 

fiTl am not aware that the ease of vcsscU teaching at Alexandria, then proceeding to 
somo other port, such as Cyprus, and returning to Alexandria, has been considered. Aa 
in tbo case of those carrying sinall parcel* of cargo, their number must be very small, and 
a Tariff cannot very well be made to meet exceptional cases. 

When at Alexandria last winter I had frequent conference* with tho merchants, both 
collectively and individually ; this point wa* oercr once urged by any of them. It most 
assuredly would have been had the matter been oar. of any importance. 


favourable to them in comparison with those on ihip*. ... , .. . 

It is in the interest* of trade that tho lighters should not bo heavily taxed; if they 
ore, they must make tltc price* demanded for tScir services heavier to cover the extra 
dues taken from them. 

Tbc prieo of lighterage U at prracol »o wnall that wo could not recommend a 
heavier duo w ithout other destroying tho indu.try or iorrcaaing the co.t of lighterage. 

The dura proposed in the Tariff of the Egyptian Government were certain to hare 
caused ooo of tnese evils. 

I am convinced that the merchants of Alcxrodria will not complain of the proposed 
Tariff in this respect. 

Lastly, in reply to Sir Charles Dilko's despatch, I have tbo honour to state that at 
[848] C 
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Port SaTd a vessel only pay* a light berthing and anchorage due ; but in making a com 
pariton between the due* proposed for Alexandria and those levied at Port Said, it must 
bo remembered that ever)- registered toi of shipping receiving goods at Port Said must 
have been represented by a register ton sf transport between Tsmallia and Port Said, on 
which a due of 3 fr. t or nearly 20 piastres, will have been paid to the Suez Canal Com¬ 
pany for transit through the Canal. 

1 trust that these explanations will be deemed satisfactory to your Lordship. I bare 
the honour to add to them the observation that the Tariff submitted for approval by 
the Alexandria Harbour Commission was the result of a very long and careful delibera¬ 
tion, in which a great diversity of opinion found utterance; and that although, like all 
compromises of several conflicting opinions, it may not give satisfaction to every one, it 
may be regarded os a sufficiently near approximation to a Tariff which will give to 
Egypt a loir compensation for the sums expended for the benefit of trade, without 
pressing too heavily or unequally on the commercial bodies interested in it. 

In conclusion, I would urec on ller Majesty*# Government that it is due to the 
Government of Egypt to concede to them this Tariff with as little delay as possible, in 
order that it may come into operation bsforc the next season of active exportation begins, 
—namely, in the month of October. 

One provision of the Tariff is that it cannot be levied under two moot It* from the 
d<*»« of its promulgation.

I stated, moreover, that, in obedience to your Lordship's orders, I had represented to 
M. dc Frcycinet the advantage of appotn.ing without delay M. Laroche as French member 
of the Commission. 

In my despatch No. 207, Commercial, of the 2fith ultimo, I reported that M. de 
Frcycinet had told me on that day that Sf. Laroche either had been appointed already, or 
was on the point of being appointed. His Excellency, in fact, said to me that he had a 
•hert time before signed a letter in which be bad Invited the proper Department to make 
the appointment. 

Having learnt, however, that tho appointment had not yet taken place, I spoke to 
M. de Frcycinet a.-ain on the 5th instant, and received the same answer. 

I came, however, to the conclusion that the letter of which M. de Frcycinet spoke 
from memory could not have related to the precise appointment to which I had colled 
his attention. Accordingly, I took measures to clear the matter up, and the result has 
been that I have now received a note from his Excellency, from which it appears that the 
French Government postpones coming to a decision on the Question of improving the 
entrance of the harbour until it receives information which it haa called for from the 
Frcoch Agent and Consul-General in Egypt. 

1 will do myself the honour to forward to your Lordship a copy of the note in a 
despatch immediately following this.

Memorandum by Mr. Bid*til on Colond Stokes ' So. 4, June 12, 1880. 

Complaint of Skipping and Mercantile Interests.—It was urged that it was unfair to 
throw all charges on the merchants and shipowners, as the Egyptian Government have 
greatly benefited by the harbour, and that sucb a proceeding would tend to drive away 
trade. That before the proposed new Tariff war published, too shipping trade was taxed 
already to a greater extent than it ought to bear. That the protection afforded was insuffi¬ 
cient. as during gales no steamers could enter or leavo the harbour, and that the quay 
was washed over by the waves. It was urged that no modified Tariff should bo enforced 
without those interested being consulted. 

Consul C oo k ton concurred. 

It was further maintained that tho dues should not be in excess of those levied st 
the principal ports in Europe, and that the werks were inefficient and inadequate. (It 
was stated three-fourths or seven-eighths of the trade are British.) It was also urged 
that the " droit d'accostago" was prohibitive. Tho merchants, recapitulating their pre¬ 
vious statements, maintained that the trade would leave the port if excessive dues were 

^°Thc Shipowners Society complained that shipping was made to contribute nearly 
half the amount required, without corresponding advantage. 

The Board of Trade proposed thAt such an amount only should be levied as would 
pay a fsir interest on expenditure, and not drive trade away. 

The Peninsular and Oriental Company's agent gave a comparative statement of the 
dues levied st other ports. This is interesting and important; but the Commissioners 
would seem to have been guided rather by considerations as to what would afford com¬ 
pensation to the Egyptian Government than by regard for tho conditions of the original 
understanding in this respect. 

The complaints above mentioned were frequently recapitulated by the merchants at 
Alexandria, and supported by the shipping irtercet st home. It b a question whether 
the interests concerned will consider that their objections have now '• been very fully met." 
especially since the charges on shipping still amount to nearly half the total sums to be 
levied. 
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2. It docs not appear why a graduated scale should have taken the form of n higher 
rate for the larger vessels. 

3. It seems to be admitted that the differential rate in favour of mail steamers will, 
in practice, favour foreign shipping. 

*1. The practice of levying j>ort duel on vessels entering in distress is, 1 think, as 
unusual as it is inhospitable, hvco Spain, the mo't exacting, perhaps, of all due-levying 
countries, exempts such vessels. It is extraordinary that the Delegates of Austria, 
FVancc, and Italy should have insisted on this charge. The Austrians certainly exempt 
such ships from all dues. Query as to France and holy, llic reasons urged for levying 
dues on vessels in distress seem to me or a par with those which might be given for 
charging a shipwrecked sailor for saving lus life in a good boat.

YOUR despatch^* to No. 2 of the 22nd April relative to the proceeding* of tho

YOUR Lordship's No. 16, Commercial. 

I have considered the Report of the Alexandria Ilirbour Commission, and am strongly 
opposed, on political grounds, to the suggested Permanent Commission, which would 
admit others to share in what we have jealously kept *.o ourselves. 

It has been one of the special objects of our policy to bring the different branches of 
administration connected with the port of Alexandria into our own hands, the result being 
that, at present, the Head of the Customs, the Captain of the Port, the President of the 
Railway Administration, the Director of Lighthouses, and the Chief of the Coastguard arc 
English. 

If the Commission is not established, the prime responsibility for the execution of the 
engagements of the Egyptian Government would rest with the Captain and Engineer of 
the Port and the Head of the Customs ; the ullinatc responsibility with the Egyptian 
Government and the Controllers-General. 

1 think this guarantee would be much better, is our interests, than the Commission, 
in which foreign and native jealousy of our ascendency would speedily make itself felt to 
our detriment. 

The Commission would consist of ten persons Consuls of England, France, Austria, 
and Italy, four natives, two representatives of trade and navigation, probably respectively 
French and English. 

Disinterested co-operation for the sole benefit of the harbour would be unlikely in a 
body so constituted. 

The authority of the Commission to decide oa the employment of the surplus fund* 
will eventually give it a power very undesirable in a body in which we ore numerically so 
weakly represented. 

'l*hc Egyptian Government will resent the csUbluhmcot of the Commission, and will 
not accept it unless, compelled to do so. 

The Government have spent about 64,000,000 fr. on the harbour. The Tariff is 
designed to bring them in 5 per cent, on about 3d,000,000 fr.; the higher sum being the 
amount |>nid by the Government to the contractors, the lower the value of the works. 
Could not some part of eventual surplus be devotod to indemnifying the Government, to 
some extent, for the difference ? Would it not be desirable to give the Government somo

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the rccopt of your Lordship’* despatches 
No. 16 of the 10th instant, ami No. 17 of the 11th infant,transmitting to me the Report 
of the Commission on the Alexandria Harbour dues, aid a copy of a despatch to Sir John 
Stokes, specifying the points in the Report on wbtet Her Mu jetty’s Government desire 
further information. 

In the first-mentioned despatch, your Lerdship desired me to convey by telegraph 
my opinion on the subject, and I had the honour to io so on the 22od instant. 

It did not appear that 1 nos intended to consult either the Egy ptian Government or 
the merchants of Alexandria with regard to the proposals made, but 1 showed the Report 
both to Major Baring and to Mr. Cookson, who ore respectively well aware of the views 
of the Government and the merchants. Mr. CooUon said that he thought the mer¬ 
chants would be satisfied with the Tariff, and Major Baring said the same of the Govern¬ 
ment, but that they would certainly not agree, except under very severe pressure, to the 
proposal of a permanent Commission of Supervision 

I am myself very strongly opposed to the institution of this Commission upon politi¬ 
cal grounds as it would admit Oliver nations to share in what we have hitherto jealously 
kept to ourselves. It has been one of the principal objects of our policy in Egypt to 
bring the different branches of administration connc.*tcd with the port of Alexandria into 
English hands, and we have so far succeeded that a: present the head of the Customs is 
Mr. C'aillard ; the Captain of the Port, Captain Blotnfvcld ; the Engineer of the Port, 
Mr. du Port; the President of the Railway Administration. Mr. Lc Mc^uricr; the Director- 
General of lighthouses, Moricc Pasha; and the Chief of the Coastguard. Moricc Bey: 
all Englishmen. 

Supposing that the Commission is not established, the primary responsibility for the 
execution of the engagements of the Egyptian Government with regard to the harbour 
would rest with the Director-General of Cu*tonv* and the Captain and Engineer of the 
Port, the ultimate responsibility with the Government and the Controllcrs-Gcncral. I 
think tlvat this guarantee would be much more *.it.»factory to us than the Commission in 
which foreign and native jealousy of our ascendancy would speedily make itself felt, and, 
from the constitution of the proposed Communion ft would be powerful against us. 

The Commission would consist of ten persons, the Consuls of England, France, 
Austria, and Italy, four Egyptians, and two Representatives of trade and navigation, who, 
it may be concluded, would be respectively Frcndi and English. It would be sanguine 
to expect disinterested co-operation for the benefit of the harbour in a body thus comj>oscd, 
and the authority which is vested in it to docid; on the employment of surplus funds 
will eventually give it n power very undesirable ia a body in which we shall be numeri¬ 
cally so weakly represented. 

* There is one other point in tbo Report to which 1 would respect fully draw your 
Lordship's attention. The Egyptian Government have spent about 64,000,000 fr. on the 
harbour, and the Tariff proposed by the Commission ia designed to bring in 5 per cent., 
or about 36,000,000 fr., which is, in fact, the value of the works executed. Could not 
some part of the eventual surpluses be devoted to indemnifying the Government to a 
certain extent for its outlay, which was involuntary, and the result of negotiations of 
evil report at Constantinople ? 

It would appear to bo desirable to give live Government some interest in the develop¬ 
ment and improvement of live harbour, which thsy will not have if no part of the harbour 
due* is ever to come to them.

Tho Commission next propose a tariff of dues 
upon shipping and merchandise, in order to provide the funds necessary for defraying the 
expenditure incurred for the benefit of commerce in the construction of these works. 

They then suggest the appointment of a permanent Commission to superintend tho 
accounts of the administration entrusted with the levying of these port dues, to administer 
the funds set apart for the maintenance of the works, and to prepare futuro revision of tho 
tariff of dues. 

Lastly, the Commission call attentior to the subject of the improvement of tho 
entrance to the harbour of Alexandria. 

Some of these matters appear to Her Majesty’s Government to require consideration; 
and on some points it seems to them only proper that the Egyptian Government should 
be consulted before further action is taken. 

A* regards the tariff of dues Her Majesty’s Government arc advised that it is likely 
to be acceptable both to the commercial interests concerned and to the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment. 

In this state of the ease, and taking into consideration the circumstances under which 
the International Commission was appointed 1 have to request that your Excellency will 
state to M. dc Freycinct that Her Majesty’s Government think that the Powers represented 
on the Commission >houtd at once signify assent to the proposed tariff of dues, and should 
agree to its coming into force on the 1st’October next. 

I have further to request that, in asking M. dc Freycinct’s early attention to 
the subject, your Excellency will suggest that the French Agent in Egypt should bo

1. A coinparison between the rates of dues levied on account of similar works and 
Service* in European ports where conditions arc analogous to those existing at 
Alexandria. 

2. The present state of the work* at Alexandria. 

3. The revenue needed to defray the charges in connection with them. 

4. To consider and. if ncce**arv, to reviw the proposed tariff of harbour and quay dues 
(the original proposals of the Egyptian Government), giving weight to tl>c consideration that 
the rate* levied should not be »uch as to injure the commerce of the port, nor be at 
variance with the original proposal of tho Egyptian Government in relation to the liko 
dues at ports in Europe. 

Lastly, to consider certain local questions which have arisen in connection with the 
use of quay* and regulation* with rcsjxrct to barges. 

A* stated in my preceding despatch, it vould seem proper to consult the Egyptian 
Government with respect to future arrangements for the port of Alexandria, and to 
Consider their wishew in the matter. 

I have further to point out to your Excellency that, as far as British interests axe 
concerned, the despatch from Mr. Mnlet, of vhich a copy is herewith inclosed, ■.bow- that 
grave objections exist to the adoption of this part of the Report of the Commiv»ion. As 
at present advised, therefore, Her Majesty** Government are not prc|karcd to recommend 
the adoption of the proposed system of futu*o control. It i» of course well understood

I HAVE the honour to return herewith the rote of the French Ambassador, by 
which his Excellency inform* your Lordship that M. Laroche has been appointed to take 
part in the examination of the best mode of rendering the harbour of Alexandria accessible 
at all times. 

In connection with this subject, and referring to my previous despatches, I have the 
honour to inform your Lordship that the desire of :ho Egyptian Government was that 
this examination should be undertaken by English, French, and Italian engineers. 
Colonel Paslcy, Royal Engineers, Director of* Works to the Admiralty, and myself, have 
received permission to undertake this duty. The Italian Engineer on the Alexandria 
Harbour Dues Commission—the Commandcur C. Dionisio—received the authorization of 
his Government so far back as last April. He remained at Paris until the beginning of 
the present month, awaiting the appointment of M. Laroche. At that time, being 
unwilling to await any longer, he returned to Rome. 

It would probably prevent further delay if your Lordship should think fit to ask the 
Italian Government to send M. Dionisio at an early dAtc to London, for the purpose of 
discussing the question with his English and French colleagues. As the necessary plans and 
sections have long been ready, it is not probable that he would be detained long in this 
country.

The Commission propose to leave to tie Government, f.e., to the privileged bondholder*, 
the free disposal of only the fiat of the above item*, viz., 1,753,000 fr. 

They recommend that the amount* under heading* 3 and 4, viz,, the expense* of 
maintenance and lighting, should be paid direct to the account of tho International Board 
of Management, or which they propose ’.be establishment, and that the amount under 
heading No. 2, viz., interest on the expcoic of new works, estimated at 900,000 fr., should 
be paid to the same account, but that it should be reduced in proportion as those works 
arc executed. 

Finally, the Commission recommend that all receipts received above 2,020,000 fr. 
should constitute a reserve fund to be applied by the International Board to new works, 
and to the increase of the allowance for rmintcnancc. 

It seems that the Commission have overlooked the rights of the preference bond¬ 
holders who have a lien upon the whole of the revenues of the port ol Alexandria, and 
that an adoption of that recommendation as regards the retention of interest on proposed 
new works and the application of receipts beyond a fixed amount to the creation of a 
reserve fund (even if it could be legally fleeted, which seems extremely doubtful) would 
involve a violation of those rights. There may be no objection to a forced deduction of 
the expense* of maintenance and lighting, but all the rest is clearly the property of tho 
creditors until extinction of the privileged debt. 

As regards new works, it would be the duly of the Government to make provision in 
it* own budget. The Liquidation Commission have anticipated and provided for thi* 
contingency, and Article 29 of the LVcrceof November 1876 declares that all extraordinary 
expense* will be met by the Government. 

Article 3 of the Decree of the 18th November, 1870, which ratified the arrangement 
made by MM. Goschcn and Joubert on behalf of the creditors with tho Egyptian 
Government, declared that ** tho revenue of tho railways and of the port of Alexandria 
will be directly applied to the payment of tho interest and tho sinking fund of a series of 
preference bond* having a special mortgage on the railway* and the port of Alexandria." 
It would appear that the negotiator* o' the Decree contemplated even tliat the gross 
receipts from the harbour were to be applied to the service of the debt, for Mr. Goschcn, 
in a note appended to the law published :n London under his authority, while mentioning 
the net revenues of the railways as pledged to the debt, says. “ The revenue# of lire port 
pledged as a security arc estimated by the Government as likely to cxccod 130,000/. 
They arc not yet definitely organized Negotiations arc in progress for settling the 
Tariff." 

It appears Quite clear, then, that the proposal* of the Commissioner* arc ultra vires, 
and as, in fact, the conditions of the Decree of November 1870 will be confirmed by the 
International Law of Liquidation about lo be promulgated, it would be impossible to give 
effect to them. 

It may be pointed out that the crta'riUhmcnt of the proposed new Board of Manage¬ 
ment i* equally at variance with the Decree of November 1876, which vests in a special 
body of director* and in the ConumxsioLcr* of the Public Debt (on behalf of the creditors) 
the function* which the Commission propose to coofer on thi* International Board, and 
the supersession of the former body will in like manner be rendered impracticable by tho 
Law of Liquidation. 

It is strange that recommendation* of so sweeping a character should havo been made 
in ignorance or disregard of existing riglt*.

The Austro-Hungarian Minuter for Foreign Adairs to Sir H. Elliot . 

THE Minister for Foreign Affairs has the h«iour to acknowledge the receipt of the 
notes of the 12th and 1 Stls ultimo, informing hitt. that the British Government consent to 
tho Alexandria Harbour Tariff prepared by the Ams International Commission, and that 
Her Majesty's Government are ready to agree to its coming into force on the 1st 
October. . 

The Ambassador also expressed tho wish of the British Government that tho consent 
of the Austro-Hungarian Government to the nev Tariff should be communicated to the 
[848] I 
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EgrptUn Government, and that at the same time, in a similar manner to that proposed by 
the British Government, an invitation to tie interested Power* should be added to express 
their views respecting the arrangements proposed by the Commission in addition to those 
referring to the Tariff; 

In reply to these communications, the Minister for Foreign Affair* has the honour to 
inform the British Ambassador that, having carefully considered the provision* of the pro¬ 
posed Tariff, and bearing in mind that the other Governments intend to agree to it, they 
are also willing to assent to the new Tariff. 

The Imperial and Royal Consul-General in Egypt has accordingly been instructed to 
communicate their assent to the Egyptian Government, in concert with the Representative* 
of the other Power*. He will also*be empowered to add that Austria has no objection to 
the new Tariff coming into operation on the 1st October, but that it appears desirable, in 
the interests of the inland traders and shipping community, that information should be 
given in good time of the date fixed. 

With regard to the remaining questions which concern the new Tariff for the 
Alexandria Harbour Due*, and which haw been under tho consideration of the Inter¬ 
nationa] Commission in Paris, the Imperial and Royal Government think that the pro- 
fx>*alt made in the final Report of the Con mission for the appointment of an International 
Commission to superintend the taxation and harbour dues, and the eventual improvement 
of the entry to the harbour, arc very desirtblc. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government also quite agree with the proposal of the British 
Government that the Egyptian Government should first of all be invited to express their 
opinion. The Austrian Consul-General will, according to the instructions which be 
receives, concur also on this point with '.he steps suggested on the part of the English 
Government. 

In communicating the above the Minster for Foreign Affairs begs at the same time 
to draw the attention of the Ambassador ‘.o an observation which was made when con¬ 
sidering the provisions of the Toriff, and especially with regard to Article V. 

In this Article exemption from the payment of tonnage dues is provided for those 
ships which have sailed from Alexandria aid, without having touched at any other harbour, 
arc compelled by force of circumstances to put back immediately. 

But tbc Tariff contains no provision at all in the case where a ship, having sailed 
from some other port, and when on its voyage, is compelled by force of circumstances to 
seek refuge in the harbour of Alexandria, and, without having transacted any commercial 
operation, again quits it. Such ships n ust, according to the present Tariff, pay the 
full tonnage dues, which scarcely can have been intended, and would be unreasonable. 

It therefore appears desirable that this category of ships should be placed on the 
same footing as those mentioned in Aniclc V, as exempt from tonnage due*, as tbc 
reason for this exemption U the same in both eases. 

If England and the other two Powers arc also of this opinion, an addition in th s 
sense could be arranged with the Egyptian Government before the Tariff comes into 
force. 

The Minister for Foreign Affuirs therefore begs his Excellency Sir Henry Elliot 
to communicate the above to the British Government, and to ask their opinion on tbc 
matter.

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship** telegram of the 
2lst instant, informing me 41 that the Austrian, French, and Italian Gos’crnmcnU having 
approved the Tariff of Alexandria harbour dues. Her Majesty** Government arc willing 
that it should come into force, at earliest, on the 1st October next; that the revenue and 
expenditure under the Tariff should be »rj>*ratcly accounted for by the Harbour and 
Railway Administration in the execution of its functions under Article 2 of the Law of 
Liquidation of the 17th ultimo.; that the mw Tariff should be published at once for the 
information of those concerned,** and instructing roc to address a communication to 
this effect to the Egyptian Government, to inform my colleague*, and to telegraph 
to your Lordship when the Tariff is publiihed, saying what date is fixed for it to come 
into force. 

I inclose a copy of the letter which, in accordance with these instructions, I addressed 
to the Minister for Foreign Affairs, and of the Circular note which I sent to my French, 
Italian, and Austrian colleagues, and a cojy of the reply which I have received from the 
Acting Consul-General of Italy. 

At an interview which I had yesterday at Cairo with Riar Pasha, his Excellency told 
me that the proposed Tariff would he examined by the Egyptian Government, but that 
as yet they had no official knowledge of it? existence or nature. I pointed out to him 
that it was solely in the interest of Egypt that Her Majesty's Government were anxious 
that the new dues should be levied as soon u possible, and that therefore no time should 
be lost in publishing them for the information of commerce. 

Riaz Pasha told me that there was no express engagement on the part of tho 
Egyptian Government to accept the Tariff proposed l»v the International Commission, 
but nc gave me to understand that there would bo no difficulty about their doing so. 

Fearing that there might be some opposition on the part of some of the Powers not 
represented on tho International Commission, nor specially consulted, I suggested to tho 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, whom 1 saw oa the same day, that it might be well for his 
Excellency to send a Circular to all tho fcreign Representatives, informing them of the 
intention of the Egyptian Government to impose the new due* from the 1st October, and 
asking their consent to it, and for this Circular, with tho new Tariff annexed, to he pub* 
fished at once, for the information of commerce.

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt, at 10 a.m. on llie 29th ultimo, of 
your Lordship's telegram of the 28th ultimo, os follows ; — 

"You have not answered my telegram of the 21st instant about Alexandria harbour 
due*. It is essential that full notice shall be given </ the new Tariff of dues; if it is not 
published in 'Sufficient time in advance. Her Majesty's Government must withdraw their 
sanction for it to take effect the 1st October. Certain amendments in the Tariff may 
hereafter be suggested. Answer at once." 

The steps which I had already taken to carry out the instructions contained in your 
Lordship's telegram of the 21st ultimo have been reported in my despatch No. 37, 
Commercial, of the 20th August, and I have now the honour to take up that Report 
where 1 left it. 

On the 28th ultimo, the day before I received your lordship’s telegram, I had called 
on Moustapha Pasha, specially with a view to urge jpon him the necessity for publishing 
the Tariff'without delay, and’ he informed me that the matter would be decided at the 
next Cabinet Council; but immediately on the receipt of your Lordship's telegram I 
telegraphed to his Excellency, asking when the new Tariff would be published and when 
it was intended to come into force. To this telegram I received a reply, which I com¬ 
municated to your Lordship by my telegram in cypher dated 10 r.x. the same day (tho 
29th August), and the next day (30th August) 1* sent to his Excellency tho despatch 
No. C7, of which a copy is inclosed. On the 31»t August I received a telegram from 
Moustnpha Pasha, announcing that the Tariff would be published the same day, with the 
omission of Articles 17, 19, 20, 21 and " tho last paragraph of Article 23 of the Genera! 
Clauses," and requesting me to inform my French, Italian, and Austrian colleagues. As 
this telegram did not specify the date at which it was proposed to put the Tariff in force, 

I telegraphed again to Moustapha Pasha to ascertain this point, and on receiving a reply 
yesterday that the date fixed was tho 1st October. I communicated with my colleagues, as 
requested by his Excellency, and finding they had no objections to the arrangement 
already made being now carried out, I telegraphed once more to Moustapha Pasha that 
the Tariff might be published to come into force on the 1st October. 

At the same time 1 informed your Lordship by telegram dated 3.30 r.v. on the 
1st instant, of the intentions of the Egyptian Government. 

I have this morning received the Circular from the Minister of Foreign Affairs, of 
which a copy extracted Irom the official journal is rnnexed, notifying officially the definitive 
adoption by the Egyptian Government of the Tariff proposed to them by certain of tho 
Powers, and requesting me, inasmuch as it is to be put in force on the 1st October next, 
to assist in giving it publicity. I hnvo accordingly sent n copy of it to the only English 
newspaper in Egypt, “The Egyptian Gazette," and posted one up in this Consulate 
in the English language, for the information of British ship-masters and others 
interested. 

With reference to the suppression of some >f the general clauses at the cod of the 
Tariff proposed by the International Commission, 1 may observo (1) that Article 17 is 
rendered unnecessary by Article 2 of the Law of Liquidation of the 17tu July last, and by 
Articles 23-33 of tlvc Gordon Decree of the 18th Novombcr; (2) that Article 19, os it 
there stands, is apparently superseded by the express condition imposed by Her Majesty's 
Government in your Lordship’s telegram to roc o l the 21st inntant, and communicated to 
Moustapha Pasha in my despatch of the 23rd irstant; (3) that Article 20 would appear 
to be in some sense unnecessary, as without it the dues may be altered with the consent of 
the Powers; (4) That Article* 21 appear* cont*ary to the intention of Her Majesty's 
Government, a* expressed in your Lordship's telegram of the 21st ultimo, making the 
revenue derivable from the new harbour due* sulject to Article 2 of tire Law of liquidation, 
which provides that any excess in tho revenue of flic Railway and Harbour Administration, 
after payment of the Privileged Debt, shall go the sicking fund of the Unified Debt. But 
on this point it is of course still open to Her Majesty** Government to make further 
arrangements with the Egyptian Government; (3) that the date in Article 23 has been 
altered by the Egyptian Government, in accordmcc with the suggestion of Her Majesty's 
Government that too Tariff should come into force on the 1st October next.

Prance and Italy to report upon the harbour dues of Alexandria, 
and that they are willing that it shall b< put into force not earlier than the 1st October 
next, I have the honour to inform yotr Excellency, by order of Earl Granville, that if 
this new Tariff is not published before it comes into execution in timo to give sufficient 
notice to those interested, Her Majesty s Government will be obliged to withdraw their 
sanction to its taking effect from the 1st October.

I HAVE bad the honour to receive by your lordship’s directions, Mr. Adams* 
despatch No. 317, Commercial, of the 29:1 ultimo, with its ioclosurc*. and I offer to your 
Lordship the following observations on the note of the Acting Minuter for Foreign Affair* 
of the French Government:— 

His Excellency points out that the Egyptian Government do not attribute an official 
character to the Commission of Engineer* :hout to examine the question of. making a safe 
entry into the harbour of Alexandria, and presume* that, therefore, Her Majesty** Govern¬ 
ment will no doubt recognize with the French Government that no effect con for the 
moment be given to the wish recorded in tic minutes of the last meeting of the Alexandria 
Harbour Due* Commission ; and, lastly, tbo French Minister doubts whctlicr the financial 
state of Egypt will allow for some time of the new works being undertaken. 

This chain of reasoning proceeds in a ** cerclc vicicux." Undoubtedly, if effect is not 

S *,vcn to the wish of the Commission, the Egyptian Government will not bo in a position 
nancially to carry qut the works. 

But the whole of my action in the matter has proceeded on an entirely different 
system. 

Being instructed to get these works carried out if possible, 1 have striven to get an 
authoritative opinion on the nature of the works submitted to the Egyptian Government, 
and by providing resource* for tins putpotc to encourage that Government to carry 
them out. 

Not only did Her Majesty** late Government desire to *cc these works executed, but 
the whole commercial world at Alexandria were most emphatic in the expression of their 
opinion that the work is absolutely nccesiary to the trade of the port, and assured me that 
there would be not the slightest difficulty in obtaining the necessary funds in Alexandria if 
their repayment were guaranteed by a special Tariff of due*. 

The Egyptian Government have always been indifferent and lukewarm in the matter, 
and in spite of the united action of the Consular Body in 1875, when they pressed on tho 


the 10th January last, copy of which wu inclosed in my despatch No. 14 of the ICth 
February last to the Marquis of Salisbury. The only obstacle in the way of carrying out 
the work lay in the want of money. Th: merchants and shipping agents of Alexandria 
affirmed tlieir willingness to pay due* within certain limit*. 

In the 20tb Proces-Verbal of the Harbour Dues Commission, I pointed out how tho 
matter stood, and how an eventual Tariff might be authorized ; and in the British Delegates* 
despatches Nos. fi and 8 of the 29th April, 1880, a full statement of the case will bo 
found. ... 

The French Government have throeghout thrown cold water on the proposal; but it 
is one of extreme importance to Egvplias trade, in which British shipping and capital ore 
far more extensively engaged than those >f France. 

After months of delay they have yicldod so far as to allow M. Laroche to take port in 
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the technical inquiry ; they will probably, if Her Majesty's Government inrist, also giro 
way on the subject of the eventual Tariff, without which it may be confidently asserted this 
most important work will never be undertaken.

of their resnetive Governments. 

Rbz Pasha further states that this private mission was offered and accepted without 
(“ cn dehors do ") the knowledge of the respective Governments' Representatives. This may 
be technically correct according to the forms of diplomatic intercourse; but, as I reported 
to Lord Salisbury in my No. 11 of the 22od Junuaiy.

WITH reference to Mr. Lister’s despatch of he 29th ultimo, I have the honour to 
inform your Lordship that I have been endeavouring to bring about a meeting of the 
engineers to whom the Egyptian Government had entrusted the task of examining the best 
means of improving the entrance to the harbour of Alexandria, ever since 1 learnt from 
your Lordship in July last that the French engineer, M. Laroche, had been authorized by 
his Government to enter upon this examination. 

The absence of M. Laroche on a mission to Tunis, and the engagements of M. Dionisio, 
the Italian engineer, prevented my fixing an earlier date than the present moment for 
our meeting in London to carry out this examination. 

On the 22nd September M. Laroche accepted this date; on the 23rd he wrote to say 
that there would be further delay. He has now again written to inform me that at the 
French Foreign Office they consider the question ss adjourned indefinitely. It appears, he 
says, that the E0'ptian Government doc* not giv? up the examination of it in principle, 
but reserves to itself to choose nt some future turn the moment that may suit it. 

1 can but suppose that this adjournment of a question so important to English 
interests has been made without reference to Her Majesty** Agent and Consul-General. I 
have received no intimation of any such decision on the part of the Egyptian Government 
from any other source than the French Foreign Office, which has been opposed throughout 
to the object we have had in view. I have the honour to urge that information should be 
taken on this point at Cairo, and the E^yptiai Government kept, if possible, to their 
intention of having the question carefully examined.

Hartlepool Ship-o\mcra* Society, fVr.it Hartlepool, 
My Lord. October 21, 1880. 

THE member* of this Society have to-day liad under consideration the threatened 
increase of harbour due* at the port of Alexandria, Egypt, and they request me to make 
known to your Lordship their extreme regret that the proposed Increase of dues should 
have been sanctioned without an opj>ort«nity having been afforded of discussing the 
matter in and out of Parliament, and their serious fear that the new Tariff may prove 
detrimental, not only to tho interests of the ship-owners engaged in trade with Alexandria, 
but also to the interests of the port itself. Your Lordship is probably aware already that 
for many seasons post the Alexandria shipping trade has been in a state of great depression 
for fully nine months every year, and it is feared that the threatened increase in the due* 
imposed may still further affect the prosperity of the port. My Committee venture to 
hope, however, that it is not too late to arrange some modification of the proposed 
Tariff. 

1 am also requested by the Committee of this Society to draw your Lordship’s atten¬ 
tion to the existence of an unreasonable nnd vexatious Regulation or the Russian Govern¬ 
ment, whereby steam-ships which have loaded their cargoes at the ports of Riga. Boldcraa, 
and Miihlgrabcn ore compelled to bring up in the River Dwina, in order that a police 
officer may check tho “articles," which contain the name* and status of the crew. My 
correspondent* at Riga inform me that “ the law now in force of ship* bringing up 
at Boldcraa to have the articles checked is of long standing, but lias got into disuse since 
steamers have been coming; we have not yet ascertained with certainty the reuion why 
British steamers only have to comply with this Regulation. The authorities at Boldcraa 
inform u* that they have direct orders fron St. Petersburgh, and believe it i* owing to 
several Nihilists haring escaped in British steame r s.** The officer only comes on board 
between G a.m. and sunset, and, apart from the unpleasant and humiliating nature of the 
inquiry, the objections to the Regulation ars as follows, viz. 

1. The detention of valuable property, say, from 4 r.M. or 5 rjf . on one day until 
6 a.m. or 7 a.m. the next day. 

2. The risk of the water falling rapidly (a common occurrence), necessitating much 
expense and delay in the lighterage of i portion of tho cargo across the bar of the 
river. 

3. The risk of a severe frost setting ir whilst the steamer is waiting. 

A memorial signed by twenty-five commanders of British steam-vessels was sent to 
the Civil Governor, and I believe that Mr. Breslau, Her Britannic Majesty's Acting- 
Consul, has done all in hi* power in the matter, but tho Regulation complained of 
has not been removed. May I ask if your fx»rd»hip would be good enough to 
communicate with the Russian Government with a view to the abolition of tho 
practice ?

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship's despatch 
No. 38. Commercial, of the 26th ultimo, transmitting to me a copy of a despatch from 
Sir John Stokes, dated the 11th ultimo, relative to the improvement of the entrance to 
the harbour of Alexandria, and desiring me to take steps to secure proper attention to the 
subject. 

It appears from Sir John Stoke*’ letter that M. Laroche, the French engineer, 
entrusted, in conjunction with Sir John snd Signor Dionisio, by the Egyptian Government, 
with the examination of the matter, ha* stated that, at the French Foreign Office, they 
consider the question adjourned indefinitely. It appears, ho says, that the Egyptian 
Government docs not give up the exam nation of it in principle, but reserves to itself to 
choose, at some future time, tho moroert that may suit it. 

I have spoken to Riaz Pasha on tVe subject, and his Excellency assures roe that he 
has had no communication with the French Government regarding this matter since last 
July, at the beginning of which month M. dc Ring, the French Agent and Consul- 
General, placed in his hands a copy of a despatch from M. dc Freycinct, dated tho '23rd 
June, of which I have the honour to inclose a copy given to mo by tho Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs. 

This note states that the French Government had authorized M. I troche to under¬ 
take the work desired by the Egyptian Government, and there is, in the language of the 
communication, nothing to show a desire to impede the inquiry, but at the end it proposes 
that an Austrian engineer should be associated in the work. 

To this Riaz Pasha objected. He informed roc that he was particularly anxious to 
prevent the labours of the engineers from assuming the form of on International Com- 






mission, and he therefore toM M. dc Ring verbally, n reply, that he could not content to 
add an Austrian to those already selected, but lis Excellency disclaims having said 
anything from which M. dc Ring could liavc inferred that he desired to defer the inquiry 
.itself. 

Riaz Pasha said that, on the contrary, he had supposed that the matter had continued 
on the footing on which he had placed it, and he assured me that the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment certainly desired the study of the questior. to be proceeded with, though they 
reserved to themselves the right of acting or not uyon report made to them, and should 
decline to regard it as a summons of the three Government* to execute the work* imme¬ 
diately or in any particular manner. 

I said that it seemed to be necessary that it thouhl be ckwrlv understood in Franco 
that the Egyptian Government did desire the worl to be proceeded with, and I suggested 
to his Excellency, as ho did not wish the communication* to be in otficial form through 
me, to write to Sir John Stokes himself, with reference to the understanding between 
them, and to ask him how the matter stood, what progress he had made in the examina¬ 
tion with which he had been commissioned, and at the same time to request him to pro¬ 
ceed with it, with or without the assistance of Mciin. Laroche and Dionisio. 

I lis Excellency said he was not quite ptopcced to agree to the latter part of my 
suggestion, but he would con-idcr tl»c matter, and inform me of hi* decision.

A. Minotto, the agent in this city of Bell’s Asia .\finor Company, respecting the levy of 
the full harbour due*, under the new TariT of the Port of Alexandria, on coasting vessel*. 

The Tariff making no special mention of thi» cla** of vessels, M. .Minotto argue* 
that they arc entitled to lie treated on tlvc former footing, by which only one-half the due* 
were taken from them. _ 

In the face of the exprew word* of Article* 3, 4, and 5 of the rnriff, 1 do not see 
how this argument can be maintained. But I am inclined to think that the case of 
counting vessel* mu*t have escaped the uttention of the International Commission. Those 
favourable term* arv in every part of the world granted to this claw of vc*>els ; and 1 am 
informed, on excellent authority, that tire due* now taken ore literally ruinous to this 
branch of navigation, especially to the stmll native craft which ply in this port. 

Tho Egyptian Government would, 1 think, luirdly object to takc^tho ca*c into 
eonridcr.it ion .‘and to take some mean* of effecting relief from a tax which falls most 
heavily on their own subjects, and threatens to be virtually prohibitive of o trade which is 
eminently ncce*sarv to this country.

IN obedience to your Lordship"* direction*, conveyed in Sir Charles Dilke'i dctpatch 
of the 25th instant, I have the honour tc offer your Lordship the following observation* 
on the letter* of tho Shijiowncr*' Society to the Board of Trade, on the subjoct of the new 
Tariff of due* for Alexandria Harbour. 

The complaint* of the Society may be arranged under the following head* :— 

1. That the Tariff of due* was accepted by the Board of Trade without British ship, 
owner* being afforded an opportunity of tiscusxing its provisions. 

2. That the Board of Trade in their reply erroneously stated that the British ship¬ 
owner* had been heard on tho subject, as tho International Commission to whom tho 
question was referred had before then the fullest information from the merchant* 
and agents at Alexandria, who had brought the matter before Her Majesty's 
Government. 

3. Though this is only stated parenthetically—that the shipowners have to pay greatly 
increased dues under the said Tariff. 

It might be supposed, from the tone of their letters, that the shipowner* had a real 
grievance in what l have put os their thixl complaint. But, as tbo British Delegates to 
the International Commission reported to your Lordship in their despatch No. 5 of 
the 29th April last, the dues on shipping were not raised by tho Tariff to any appreciable 
extent. 

Under the Tariff which had been in force since 1871 a ship entering and leaving 
Alexandria laden paid 8 d. per ton. Undtr the new Tariff she pay* 3 piastres per ton, or 
nearly 8 |ier cent. It*-. She, however, pays it on her tonnage under the Constun. 
tinoplc Rules of 1873—that is to say, on a tonnage increased on an average by 10 
per cent. 

Thus, on every 100 tons that she formerly paid S00d., she now pay* 3 piastres 
on 110 tons, or 330 piastre*, equal to S^Sd., an increase on tho whole of I) per cent., 
or, a vessel of2.000 tons pays If. more than formerly, which can hardly bo called “ greatly 
increased dues." 

The other dues enacted by the Tariff are not obligatory on shipping; they fall 
partly on vessels which voluntarily ie alongside the quays, and partly on the 
lighten. 

The principal addition to the Tariff .-onsists of dues on merchandise. 

A* to the two first complaints of the Shipowners' Society, I can only say that tho 
conclusions come to by the Alexandria Harbour Due* Commission were arrived at after 
very protracted discussion, and with the greatest difficulty. If they had been submitted to 
the’ discussion of various bodies of shpowncr* all over the world—for British ship- 
ownen cannot claim an exclusive privilege in this matter—and if the opinions of Ihcso 
various bodies were to have been taken uto account, the Commission might have been 
sitting to this day. 

On the second point the Board of Trade very correctly replied to llic Society, 
that the Commissioner* heard all side* of the question from the persons interested at 
Alexandria. 

Tho agents of all the shipping interests represented at Alexandria were consulted 
over and over again by myself and my colleague* during our stay of some week* last winter 
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at Alexandria, and the result i* seen in the statement as regard* the Tariff, which I hare 
made above. 

The shipping agent* were unanimous in sajsng that shipping could not support any 
increase to the tonnage dues levied since 1874, and the Tariff, as 1 have said, actually 
imposes a lower rate, or 3 piastres, equal 7*38 d., instead of 8 d. In justice to all 
nations, it was necessary than an uniform ton shculd bo adopted, and what ton could con¬ 
sistently be taken but that which the Sultan, n 1873, declared to be the ton of tho 
Ottoman Km pi re ? ... 

The shipowners have really no grievance it the Tariff itself, and I submit that it is 
difficult to concede their claim to be consulted in tho framing of Tariff* when inter¬ 
national engagement* have to govern their conditions. 

In the present ease, however, their views w«c heard and acted upon.

I AM directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
17th ultimo, further on the subject of the new Tariff of dues at Alexandria Harbour, in 
which you take exception to the statemerts contained in my letter of the 20th October 
last. 

Before replying to your letter, the Board of Trade thought it advisable to submit the 
correspondence to Sir J. Stokes, and they now direct me to make the following observa¬ 
tions thereon:— 

The complaints advanced by you on bebatf of the General Shipowners' Society appear 
to be— 

1. That shipowners have to pay greatly increased dues under the new Tariff. 

2. That this Tariff was accepted by H.'r Majesty's Government, acting on the advice 
of the Board of Trade, without British shipowner* being afforded an opportunity of 
discussing it. 

3. That the Ikon! of Trade stated in their letter of the 20th October last that 
British shipowners had. been heard on the »ubject, inasmuch as the International Commis¬ 
sion to whom the question was referred had before them the fullest information from the 
merchants and agents at Alexandria who bad brought the matter before Her Majesty's 
Government. 

With regard to 1, it would appear that the dues on shipping were not increased to 
any' appreciable extent by the new Tariff Under the Tariff formerly in force a ship 
entering or leaving Alexandria with cargo paid 8 d. per ton. Under the now Tariff sbo 
pays 8 piastres a ton, or nearly 8 per cent less; she, however, [lays it on her tonnage 
calculated under the Constantinople Rules of 1873, i.e., on a tonnage increased on an 
average by 10 per cent. The actual increase would therefore appear to be not more than 
1 J per cent., which can hardly be considered “greatly increased dues.” The other dues 
enacted by the Tariff’ arc not obligatory on shipping, and fall partly on vessels which 
voluntarily lio alongside of the ^uavs, and portly on the lighten. 

With regard to 2 and 3, it should in the first place be borne in mind that the con¬ 
clusions come to by the Alexandria Harbojr Dues Commission were arrived at after very 
protracted discussion and with the greatest difficulty. Had they been submitted for consi¬ 
deration and discussion by various bodies of ihipowncrw all over the world—for in this matter 
British shipowner* cannot claim any exclusvc privilege—ami the opinions thus obtained 
again taken into consideration by the Commission, the sittings would in all probability have 
extended down to this date without anythirg definite having been arrived at. In eases of 
this nature, which have to be governed b/ international engagements, it is not always 
practicable to consult all the persons concerned. In the present instance, however, the 
agents of all the shipping interests represented at Alexandria were consulted over and over 
• Ns ltt. 



again by the British Delegate* on the Commissicn during their stay at Alexandria. The 
unanimous opinion of these agents sras that shipfiog could not support any increase of the 
tonnage dues then leviable, and in consequent of these representations the rate was 
lowered from 8d. to 8 piastres, or 7*88 d. per ton. It was, however, found necessary, in 
justice to the various nationalities concerned, to adopt an uniform ton, and the only one 
which could be adopted was that which the Sultan in 1873 had declared to be the ton of 
the Turkish Empire.

M. Laroche, therefore, was not prepared 
to come to London in October, os had been previously arranged, in order to examine the 
plans. &c., and report to the Egyptian Govern went. 

Your lordship called upon Mr. Malct for a Rcj>ort as to the real wishes of tho 
Egyptian Government on this subject, and 1»« reported, on the 19th November, that his 
Excellency Kiaz Pasha disclaimed 44 having srid anything from which M. dc Ring could 
have inferred that he desired to defer the inquiry.*' Mr. Malct further reported that Rioz 
Pasha assured him 44 that the Egyptian Government 44 certainly desired the study of tho 
question to be proceeded with."
